His Doctor Prescribes Rest and 
Mr. Badger Seeks It Outside 
the City—Councilman Hill is 
Now Acting Mayor 


It is A ctins Mayor Hill. 
For once in the history of the city of 
Lowell the power of 
mayor has de­ 
scended to the president of the com­ 
mon council by reason of the death of 
the m ayor and the inability 
of 
the 
chairm an of the board of 
aldermen 
within a year. 
Acting Mayor Badger has gone down 
and out for the strenuous life political 
was more than he could stand and last 
night on the eve of the republican cau­ 
cuses he threw up the sponge so to 
speak and has disappeared from the 
scene of discord not to return until 
long after the ballots have been count­ 
ed and the winner announced. 
And with the disappearance of the 
acting m ayor his chance for the nom i­ 
nation has likewise 
disappeared 
and 
though his name will be on the ballot 
and his close personal friends will vote 
for him he is no longer considered a 
fighting candidate and the struggle to­ 
night will come between Wilson and 
Howe.

Last night about the time 
for the

conference earlier in the day which 
had been flying around the news that 
he hud left town caused great surprise 
and was tile sole topic of 
discussion 
down town last night. 
The Sun reporter called up Clerk Bell 
last night and the latter said: "It is 
true that the acting m ayor has been 
taken ill and he will not return to this 
city until next week. 
Dr. Jones or­ 
dered him to leave and will 
give a 
statem ent to the press, I do not know 
wnere the acting mayor has gone.” 
Dr. Jones’ statem ent was as follows:

He did not leave city hall all 
Sunday night it is said, and report had

that he stayed there Monday night 
as well. 
Between his own indecision 
and the 
counsel 
of poor advisors he 
accomplished his own undoing. 
Politically 
he is 
down and out but 
every citizen of Lowell hopes to 
see 
him speedily 
restored to mental and 
physical health and comfort. 
And nosv the reins of power fall into 
the hands of President “Jim m ie” Hill, 
who at present has troubles of his own 
as candidate for alderman from ward 
one. It is not known whether he will 
undertake to remove 
the police com­ 
mission or keep the hotels from violat­ 
ing the liquor laws on Sundays.

day afternoon. 
Dr. 
Holbrook, 
chairm an 
of 
the 
board, called to order at 4.55, and Intro­ 
duced the subject. He said that the 
habit of spitting on 
the sidewalks in 
the 
city 
was 
becoming intolerable 
and that some steps ought to be ta k ­ 
en by the board to abate the nuisance. 
‘‘You would be surprised,” said 
the 
doctor, “ to know the nam es of some of 
the 
persons who 
make a practice of 
standing on the corner of some public 
street and spitting 
all 
over the side­ 
walk 
with no regard 
for the pedes­ 
trians. 
Portions of some 
sidewalks 
are literally covered with sputum and 
women passing along are sure to drag 
it 
up with their skirts. 
The prac­ 
tice is not only a detestable and loath­ 
some one. but it is dangerous to 
the 
health of the public as well, and when 
the sputum becomes dry, it fosters tu­ 
berculosis germ and breeds consump­ 
tion.

Woman Tells the Story of the 
Conspiracy—Three W ere Pick­ 
ed to Perform the Task and 
All are Dead Now

Doxhe!mer, w h o deserts that until she 
b e c a m e ti member of the First Metho­ 
dist Episcopal church at Hoboken two 
yr arn ago Bile was annodated with ac 
anarchistic society of th a t place is 
reported to have related t<> the m oth­ 
ers’ club and the pastor of her c h u r c h 
In a moment of religious fervor ann 
excitement a story of alleged attar- 
chtsth 
plottings against 
the 
life of 
President 
Roosevelt. 
According to 
Mrs. Doxheimer 
three 
persons 
had 
been assign,‘d In the last 
fourteen 
months to the task of “removing" the 
president. 
One of these, a Frenchman 
returned to Paris and w as killed by a 
Hired car. The other two died by their 
own hand. 
In her statem ent the woman says. 
“ I think It was about 1885 or 1886 
that Eturns Goldman went to Europe. 
When she returned her beliefs 
had 
changed. She began then to preach the 
doctrines they had taught her In E u ­ 
rope. 
I listened. 
We all listened. I 
did not believe at first. 
None of us 
believed. 
Then after a while, I sup­ 
pose, Home became anarchists and fol­ 
lowed the teachings of this woman as 
they are known today.” 
The woman then told of her conver­ 
sion to Christianity. 
But even after 
her conversion, Mrs. Doxheimer says, 
she was kept Informed of the doings 
In the world of anarchy, through her 
former associates whom she had not 
dared to tell of her conversion and of 
her abandonm ent 
of 
their faith. 
It 
was in this way. she says, t h a t 
she 
learned of the plot* to assassinate the 
president. 
The first of these, she says, was per­ 
haps n year ago. 
There was a draw ­ 
ing of lots among the members of a 
certain “group” to select the one for 
the work, and Mrs. Doxheimer declares 
the fatal lot fell upon a young French­ 
man named Moler. 
He lived in E ng­ 
land and arrived in this country upon 
his mission about Christmas time. 
Mrs. Doxheimer says she was one of 
those to meet him at the pier. 
After 
that she had long talks with him end 
says she tried to 
dissuade him from 
carrying out the m andate of assassin­ 
ation. 
He ended, she says, by declar­ 
ing that his life was already forfeited; 
that lf he killed the president he would 
be executed, and lf he weakened the 
other members of the order would or­ 
der his death. 
He went back to Paris, 
she says, and there, In one of 
the 
boulevards, there was one day a cer­ 
tain cab accident, In which the young 
man lost his life. 
Her next news. Mrs. Doxheimer says. 
was that the lots had 
been 
shuffled 
again and hands again thrust into the 
black box. 
This time the news told of 
man named Mueller or Miller, who 
lived In Avenue B, M anhattan. 
It was 
at 143. 145 or 147. 
She 
isn t certain 
who drew the fatal lot. 
A few days passed ami she says she 
heard this man had been found dead. 
The coroner said poison, self-adminis­ 
tered. 
Again the lottery, 
her story runs, 
and this 
time a woman was chosen. 
Her name was Rehroeder. 
Hhe lived 
in Harlem and the records tell of her 
end by carbolic acid. 
Then Mrs. Doxheliner’H former asso­ 
ciates became wary at her lack of ac­ 
tivity and she knows no more. 
The group to which Mrs. Doxheimer 
belonged, she says, met In Titania hall, 
in Sixteenth street, M anhattan. 
She 
say* that there are about loo meeting 
places of 
anarchists In M anhattan, 
two In Brooklyn, several in J e r s e y Ci ty 
several In Paterson and some in Ho­ 


boken. 
From the reports 
received, 
she says, anarchy 
nourishes most in 
the west. 
After suspicion fell upon her. 
Mrs, 
Doxheimer says Hhe was shadowed by 
men and women whom she knew to ba 
affiliated with the society. 
They did 
not threaten 
her—She 
was 
marked; 
marked and watched. 
Realizing 
hep 
danger, she says, she rem ains at home 
and declares that when she goes out 
detectives guard her way.

Acting Mayor Badger without con­ 
sulting anyone, not even the law, has 
had removed 
an electric light pole 
from in front of a window in the club 
house of L ’Assoclatloni Uatholique. The 
pole which formerly was located where 
it lighted the three approaches to the 
junction of Merrimack and P aw tuck­ 
et streets is now located some IO feet 
aw ay where It does not 
light 
the 
streets aa well and is directly over a 
street crossing in a position dangerous 
to passersby. 
The pole was quietly removed for po­ 
litical purposes and neither the board 
of aldermen nor the inspector of wires 
who are required by law- to know of 
such changes were consulted 
in the 
matter. 
The pole originally was in front of 
the Kitson estate but when the cor­ 
ner was widened the pole was changed 
to position in front of the club house. 
Th* new location was selected 
by 
Chief Hosmer, who is superintendent 
of lights and Alderman Barton who is 
chairm an of the committee on wires. 
When it was placed in position 
the 
members found fault because it was 
directly In front of one of their win­ 
dows and Alderman. Barton when con­ 
sulted, said 
that the pole was in a 
proper position and could not bo mov­ 
ed. 
At the last Ames rally held at the 
club house a number of members call­ 
ed Acting 
Mayor Badger outside and 
informed him th a t unless he changed 
the light he could not expect the sup­ 
port of the members. 
As a result the pole has been chang­ 
ed. improperly and they do say ille-

Dear S ir:—My engagem ent in court 
prevented my giving an extended opin­ 
ion on the question submitted to me 
by the enclosed communication. 
I have given the m atter careful con­ 
sideration, however, and though I can­ 
not think the question is so free from 
doubt as the opinion of the City Solic­ 
itor of Medford, Mass., herewith 
en­ 
closed seems to indicate, I am inclined 
to agree with his conclusions as to the 
true interpretation of 
the 
statutes, 
namely, 
that the recount of 
ballots 
cast at caucuses m ust be made by cau­ 
cus officers and that if they demand 
it, it is the duty of the city clerk 
to 
return the ballots to them for that 
purpose. 
I see no other way in which a re ­ 
count can be had under the law’ and I 
cannot bring 
myself 
to believe that 
the legislation intended to cut off or 
take aw ay the rights which candidates 
had under the law before the legisla­ 
tion of 1902 to have ballots recounted.

H E Canadian governm ent In Its 
present trouble with the D ouk­ 
hobors. 
or 
"spirit 
w restlers," 
who were welcomed with open 
arm s three years ago when they 
em igrated from Ru ssia because of the 
persecutions of the cz a r’s governm ent. 
Is confronted with a more difficult prob­ 
lem than probably has ever been pre­ 
sented to the authorities of any country 
in m odern times. 
It will be rem em ­ 
bered th a t the Doukhobors of the prov­ 
ince of Assiniboia, to the num ber of sev­ 
eral 
thousand, 
recently 
m arched 
to 
Yorkton with no preparation whatever 
for the journey. 
The officials of that 
place were nonplused, 
but 
did what 
they could for the children, the women 
alm ost as a u n it"refusing ald and re­ 
senting interference as stolidly as their 
m ale companions. 
In order to thoroughly understand the 
conditions which gave rise to the pres­ 
ent trouble, it will be necessary to go 
back 
to 
the 
persecutions 
in 
Russia 
w hich led to the wholesale emigration 
to C anada, when within a few months 
n early 8.000 of these people were p rac­ 
tically forced 
to sell 
their lands in I 


not to be tolerated for an instan t. 
Bo 
the governm ent set about the a sk of 
bringing these recalcitrants to terms. 
It m ay be mentioned In passing th at 
they did not succeed in doing this, de­ 


tained, and he considered him self re­ 
paid for his labor. 
W hen the czar's consent to the em i­ 
gration of the Doukhobors had been se­ 
cured, the problem of transportation

religious rath er than tribal, although 
In some of their settlem ents the “com ­ 
m u n ity'’ plan of life prevails. 
The Doukhobors, in the first place, | 
a re absolutely opposed to the shedding 
of blood, eith er human or anim al. 
N at­ 
urally they are vegetarians, and, equal- j 
ly n aturally, they are opposed to war. 
I t w as th a t which led to their f ir s t 1 
clash with the rulers of R u ssia, whose : 
law s provide th at any adult m ale may ; 
be called upon for m ilitary service. I 
These ingenuous people, however, had 
th e courage of their convictions and re­ 
fused point blank to do m ilitary serv­ 
ice. 
This was defiance of the au th o r­ 
ity of the “G reat W hite C zar’’ and was 


spite the fa rt that the leaders were 
thrust into prison and later, along with 
at least one m em ber of each fam ily, de­ 
ported to Siberia, where m an y of them 
were tortured to death. 
Rut the D ouk­ 
hobors, who are known as a “nonre­ 
sistin g " sect, while they made no pro­ 
test, dbl not recede un iota from their 
original position. 
At last, about three years ago, when 
It w as intim ated to the czar th at C a n ­ 
ada would like to have the Doukhobors, 
he gave his stran g e su b jects permission 
to depart from Russia. This action was 
very grudgingly taken, and It is said 
th at the czar never would have given 
his permission had it not been for the 
sting of the lash wielded by Count Leo 
Tolstoi through tilt* medium of a prop­ 
a gan da of pamphlets.

m ent con gratu lated itself upon its a c ­

R u t 
trouble 
was at 
hand. 
Up to the present year the D oukho­ 
bors, as h as been stated, were opposed 
to the use of flesh as food and also 
fought a n y suggestion of war, because 
w ar involves the taking of hum an life, 
except, of course, in the republics of 
South Am erica. 
In those two respects 
they differed from their fellows, but in 
most o th ers they were ju st abou t like 
other people. 
Rut a few m on ths ago 
one of the m ost en th u siastic of the As- 
siniboia 
Doukhobors 
propounded 
the 
theory th a t as they considered It wrong 


a fte r the anim als belonging to them 
should 
not 
be worked. 
Accordingly, 
the horses and oxen were let loose to 
roam where they willed. 
T h is had a 
disastrous effect upon the crops, the 
main reliance of the Doukhobors, and 
a t last the governm ent felt impelled to 
step in and sell the live stock in order 
to use the proceeds for the purchase of 
food. 
Neglect, through the failure to 
work the crops, coupled with the a s ­ 
saults of the anim als, which appeared 
to prefer green grain to grass, had left 
very little of the crops; so the resultant 
food supply w'as not large. 
W hen it 
w’as consumed, the Doukhobors were in 
a worse plight than ever. 
T h ey s u f­ 
fered patiently, declaring w-h< n protests 
a g a in st their inaction were m ade that 
the Lord wrould take care of them. 
M atters w ent from bad to worse and 
finally cam e the descent upon Yorkton. 
Ju s t w hat the Doukhobors hoped to a c ­ 
com plish by this move is not clear, and 
It seem s more like a con crete protest 
ag ain st fa te than a n y th in g else. 
The 
C anadian governm ent is now face to 
face with the problem of gettin g those 
people back on their farm s. 
F o r ce will 
not avail, and it is a question w hether 
or not there would be w a rra n t of law 
for the use of force. 
E v en a fte r they 
resume their normal avocation s It will 
be impossible to produce a n y th in g for 
m onths, and as the C an adians are su re­ 
ly not willing to let their proteges suffer

A recen t E n g lish w riter said of the 
sect: 
"T h e 
present circu m stan ces of the 
D oukhobors are such as to suggest the 
possibility of the sect disintegrating, or 
at least dividing into two or more sep­ 
a ra te bodies. 
Such splits have occurred 
in the p a st and m ay occur again. 
At 
the present time, besides the question 
of v egetarianism and the use of dom es­ 
tic anim als, there is g rea t divergence 
of practice in the m a tte r of com m u­ 
nism. 
Som e villages are m ore or less 
strictly com m unistic, other villages are 
on an individualistic basis, while some 
Doukhobor 
fam ilies 
have 
settled 
on 
their own sep arate ‘hom esteads,’ and a 
considerable num ber have established 
them selves in the towns, where they 
get a living as carpenters and b la ck ­ 
sm iths. 
E v e ry Doukhobor knows some 
han dicraft, and one possible solution of 
the ca ttle question is th a t those who 
believe it to be wrong to use domestic 
an im als will move into the towns and 
rem ain there.

N at­ 
urally they are vegetarians, and, equal­ 
ly naturally, they are opposed to war. 
It was that which led to th<ir first 
clash with the rulers of Russia, whose 
law s provide that any adult male may 
be called upon for military service. 
These ingenuous people, however, had 
the courage of their convictions and re­ 
fused point blank to do military s#tv- 
lce. 
This was defiance of the author­ 
ity of the "Great W hite Czar” and wa* 


I spite the fart that the leaders were 
thrust into prison and later, along with 
at least one nu mber of each family, de* 
ported to Siberia, where many of them 
were tortured to death. Hut the Douk­ 
hobors, who are known as a “nonre­ 
sisting" sect, While they made no pro­ 
test. did not recede aa iota from their 
original position. 
At Inst, al>out three years ago, when 
it w'hs intimated tit the czar that Can­ 
alla Would Ilk** to have the Doukhobors, 
he gave his strange subjects permission 
to depart from Hip Aa.

Up to the present year the Doukho­ 
bors, as has been stated, were opposed 
to the use of flesh as food and also 
fought any suggestion of war. because 
war involves the taking of human life, 
except, of course, in the republics of 
.South America. 
In those two respects 
they differed from their fellows, but in 
most others they were just about like 
other people. 
Hut a few months ago 
one of the most enthusiastic of the As- 
siniboia 
Doukhobors propounded the 
theory that as they considered it wrong 
that their liberty should be interfered 
With It must be equally wrong that 
they should interfere with the liberty of 
their horses and cattle. 
The logic of 


after the animals belonging to them 
should not be worked. 
Accordingly, 
the horses and oxen were let loose to 
roam where they willed. 
This had a 
disastrous effect upon the crops, the 
main reliance of the Doukhobors, and 
at last the government felt impelled to 
step in and sell the live stock in order ! 
to use the proceeds for the purchase of 
food. 
Neglect, through the failure to 
work the crops, coupled with the a s­ 
saults of the animals, which appeared 
to prefer green grain to grass, had left 
very little of the crops; so the resultant 
food supply was not large. 
When it 
was consumed, the Doukhobors were in 
a worse plight than ever. 
They su f­ 
fered patiently, declaring when protests 
against their inaction were made that 
the Lord would take care of them. 
Matters went from bad to worse and 
finally came the descent upon Yorkton. 
Just what the Doukhobors hoped to ac­ 
complish by this move is not clear, and 
it seems more like a concrete protest 
against fate than anything else. 
The 
Canadian government is now face to 
face with the problem of getting these 
people back on their farms. Force will 
not avail, and it is a question whether 
or not there would be warrant of law 
for the use of force. 
Even after they 
resume their' normal avocations it will 
be impossible to produce anything for 
months, and as the Canadians are sure­ 
ly not willing to let their proteges suffer 
during the long winter the cost of 
keeping them in food and clothes will 
be considerable. 
A recent English writer said of the 
sect: 
“The present circumstances of the 
Doukhobors are such as to Suggest the 
possibility of the sect disintegrating, or 
at least dividing into two or more sep­ 
arate bodies. Such splits have occurred 
in the past and may occur again. 
At 
the present time, besides the question 
of vegetarianism and the use of domes­ 
tic animals, there is great divergence 
of practice in the m atter of commu­ 
nism. 
Some villages are more or less 
strictly communistic, other villages are 
on an individualistic basis, while some 
Doukhobor fam ilies have settled 
on 
their own separate ’homesteads,’ and a 
considerable number have established 
them selves In the towns, where they 
g<'t a living as carpenters and black­ 
smiths. Every Doukhobor knows some 
handicraft, and one possible solution of 
the cattle question is that those who 
believe it to be wrong to use domestic 
anim als will move into the towns and 
remain there. 
“It is such an unusual thing nowa­ 
days to come across any considerable 
body of men who are willing to risk 
their material prosperity for the sake of 
their 
principles 
that 
the

aroused by the ‘mad colony’ is natural 
enough. 
The Doukhobors have 
un­ 
doubtedly given some trouble to the 
Canadian government, and they have 
at times showm a cantankerous spirit 
which has disappointed some of those 
who took part in arranging their m i­ 
gration from Russia; but, looked at all 
around and fairly judged, they are a
